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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Applicant's election with traverse of species I in the reply filed on 1/07/2004 is 
acknowledged. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

3. Claims 1-2,4-9,10-19,21-26,30-34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by McCue et al (Us Patent No. 6,513,817). 

McCue teaches a main body sized to receive and support at least one child (see 
figure 1, element 22), frame attachment means for removable attachment of the main 
body to said frame member of cart (see figure 1 , element 22), basket attachment for 
removable attachment of said main body to basket of the cart (see figure 1 , elements 44 
and 42), where main body is suspended from the front of cart (see figure 2, elements 
30) showing cart suspended from the front of the cart, also (see column 4, lines 53-60), 
frame attachment for attaching the main body to the frame member of the cart (see 
column 5, lines 14-17), basket attachment for attaching the main body to the basket of 
the cart see (column 5, lines 14-17). 

Regarding claims 2 and 19, McCue is silent as to the receiving channel adapted 
to receive the frame crossbar member, referring to figure 2, it would be apparent that 
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the receiving channel of McCue is adapted to receive the framed crossbar member of 
the cart. 

Regarding claims 4-9 and 21-26 McCue teaches a basket attachment comprising 
a mechanical fastener and hook member (see column 5, lines 14-17), 

Regarding claims 10,11 and 12, McCue teaches a basket attachment comprising 
a flange member (see column 6, lines 28-33), 

Regarding claims 13 and 30, McCue teaches a main body comprising a support 
platform (see figure 2, element 28) also (see figure 3, element 32) 

Regarding claims 14 and 31, McCue teaches a main body comprising a seat 
(see figure 2, element 24). 

Regarding claims 15 and 32, McCue teaches a main body member comprising 
an entrance (see figure 2, element 25), 

Regarding claims 16 and 33, McCue teaches one wheel (see figure 6, element 

30), 

Regarding claims 17 and 34, McCue teaches the main body configured to 
resemble a vehicle (see figure 6) also (see column 6, lines 66 and 67). 

Claim Rejections -35 USC §103 

4. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
, the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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5. The factual inquiries set forth in Graham v. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1 , 148 
USPQ 459 (1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining 
obviousness under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 

2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating 
obviousness or nonobviousness. 

6. Claims 3,10-12, 20,27-29 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable 
over Cohen (Us Patent No.4376505). 

McCue lacks the teaching of a mounting flange; however Cohen discloses a 
frame attachment comprising a mounting basket flange (see figure 1 , element 64) also 
(see figure 2, element 96). It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art 
at the time the invention was made to modify the shopping cart of McCue to include a 
basket attachment means comprising a mounting flange to support the additional weight 
of an object such as the children's vehicle attachment therefore making it easier to 
carry, and preventing the vehicle from pivoting or rotating and preventing injuries.
